modulating said laser light beam with signals from 
said memory, and means for scanning said laser light 
beam across said photoconductive surface at a given 
rate, the improvement comprising a source of demodu- 
lated and decompressed fax signals, means for stor- 
ing a bit map of an image corresponding to said 
demodulated and decompressed fax signals in said 
memory, and means for controlling said spot size 
changing means to change the spot size of said laser 
light beam to differ from said given spot size.
